Death of Martin Connelly. 


Martin Connelly, veil known as the 


boss of the construction force of the street 
railway, died last night at his home on 
East Jefferson street, from injuries re- 
ceived in a fight with Lewis Bankin, in 
the alley at the rear ot the Bothfus block, 
on the 9th of September, the day that 
Carter Harrison spoke in Deoatnr. Ban- 
kin and Connelly had bought a jug of 
beer at the Bothfus place, and with two 
heavy beer glasses they went back of the 
building into the alley. Both men were 
drunk at the time. 
Bankin claims 


that Connelly first hurled a beer gloss at 
him, and that to defend himself he struck 
back, giving Connelly a blow on the head. 
There was a fracture of tbe skull, and 
Connolly gradually grew worse and died 
as stated last night. Connelly leaves a 
family, and Bankin, who has a wife and 
six children residing on North Edward 
street, ia in jail, in default ot 82,000 bail. 
A post-mortem examination was held to- 
day, and Coroner Bendnre held an inquest, 
taking the evidence of the physicians. 


THB EVIDENCE. 


Dr. Oass Chenowetb, who was called to 


attend the deceased three weeks ago, con- 
ducted the post mortem examination, as- 
sisted by Dr. E. W. Moore. At the in- 
quest he testified: "In the post mortem 
examination just held I find a fracture of 
the skull, with a depression of the inner 
table. General meningitis and abscess of 
the brain, immediately under the fracture. 
The condition of the brain, resultant from 
the wound, was the cause of the death. 
He has only been confined to his bed 
about a week. He was in my office about 
ten days ago." Dr. Moore testified: "Call- 
ed to see deceased on Sunday, in consul- 
tation with Dr. Ohenowetb. Found him 
in an unconscious condition, unable to 
swallow, with partial paralysis of right 
eye. Was present and assisted at post 
mortem examination. Found fracture 
and depression of the inner table of the 
skull and abscess of large size immediate- 
ly under the fracture. In my opinion it 
wns the result ot the injury and the cause 
of the death. The wound or injury was 
on the upper left corner of the head." 


BTB WITNESS. 


Obarlee Lambert testified: I reside in Doea- 
tur, and am a laborer. On tho evening of tho 
day Carter Harrison was In Dcontar tnyfloll', 
John Koasell and a man named Hankln not a 
gallon of boor at Rothf uss* saloon and took It 
out in tho baok yard. We had boon drinking 
before. While we were drinking deceased, 
Martin Connolly, oame up and spoke to mo 
and shook hands. Ho said: "Charlio, lot us bo 
friends." 1 replied that I bud nothing turulnst 
btin—that we bad always boon friends, or 
words to that effect. I asked him to huvo a 
glass ol boor, and he beld his glass and I llllod 
it out of the jug. Alter wo drank, Itankln and 
tho deceased hud a fow words, but I could not 
toll whiitolthorsnld. I paid no attention, be- 
cause I did not think there would be any trou- 
ble, when deceased oxolalmod: "You 
—, you are the cause of this," nnd threw a 
plasB at Hankln. Tho glass passed within a 
few Inches of his bond, against tbo brick wall. 
Uankln hnd aglass in his band, which ho throw 
at Connolly, saying, "Tako that." The glass 
struck deceased on tho foroboad, on tbo loft 
side, breaking tho glass. It did not knook de- 
ceased down, but caused tho blood to How. 
They then had a scuffle and light with their 
lists whon KesBoll parted them. Connelly ap- 
peared to be under tho Influence of strong 
drink, and BO did Uankln. Connelly was taken 
away by a man from Maron, and llaokln ran 
nway. Martin Connolly made the first assault. 
Kankln was standing with his back against 
tbe nrlok wall, when Connolly throw the glass 
at him. Knnkln moved his bead to ono sldo 
and theirlass mlasod his bead only a fow Inches. 
ItHnkln hail a glass in bis hand and justimmo-

Another was a light 
blue hanging, with applique work of maroon 
plush, edged with gold. It bos an Egyptian 
figure at the bottom in tho centre, with largo 
palm leaves. Another was a wlno-colored 
hanging, broad band of plush of some color, 
an which was elaborately embroidered a pas- 
sion vine in different shades of tablet silk. 
There were other curtains in felt, grenadine 
and lace, decorated In couching, etching, ap- 
piiquo work with braid and zephyr.

On ono was worked a shrub of golden 
rod, growing over a pile of old rails; tho 
other decoration was a shrub of sumac, 
worked In delicate Bilk presenting all tho 
tho lovely colors of glowing autumn. Tho 
other screen was to a framo of ebony, on 
which was worked Htaunset scone, something 
after the style of Japanese work. Hero and 
there on tho walls were banners and banner- 
ettes, worked on different fabrics In various 
designs and with a variety of embroidering; 
materials. In the window near tho entrance 
was a large show oaso filled with samples ol 
both practical and ornamental work, such as 
toilet sets, broom holders, bangles, mat receiv- 
ers, bags for opera glasses, and cuds for table 
scarfs, on which were worked pond lilies and 
autumn loaves, snow-balls, calllopsls, dolllos, 
edged in different delicate doalens.

Last but not least of the many costly deco- 
rations which nlled the parlor, was tho cele- 
brated "Queen of the Orient," a life-size vcnus, 
in a heavy bronze frame GziVi feet in el/.o. Tho 
graceful figure reclined against a stone wall 
with oriental grace, -w ith a fan of canary color- 
ed plumoo. ebony handle, worked in silk, in 
her right hand. On her head was a rich tur- 
ban of Roman stripes worked in silk. Her 
dress represents cardinal plush worked in 
arraseno, caught ovor tho limbs with pearl 
clasps. Her sash was worked with bluo arra- 
seno in different shades. The Jewels and trim- 
minus were of tinsel. At tho queen's foot was 
a bronze vaso of glittering tinsel. Clinging to 
the stone wall against which tho figure ro- 
olined wore leaves and grasses of chenille and 
arrasene—a boautitul picture—tho -work of 
Mrs. Nichols, the accomplished representative 
of tbe Domestic company. 
Tho "Domestic" machine, it la scarcely nec- 
essary to state, is quite a favorite in this sec- 
tion, having boon actively introduced by Mr.
